PREFACE. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  /nnual  Report  upon  the 
Health  of  the  Sawbridgeworth  Urbnji  District  for  the  year  ending 
Decenber  31st,  1958«  Tliis  report  has  been  prepared  in  accordance 
with  Circular  No.  22/58  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

During  the  year  under  review,  Dr.  R.P.  Garrow  acted  as 
Medical  Officer  of  Health.  I  am  most  grateful  to  Dr.  Garrow  for  his 
courtesy  in  showing  me  over  the  district,  introducing  me  to  members  of 
the  Council  and  officials,  and  explaining  local  problems  to  me  before 
I  took  up  my  appointment  on  1st  January  1959.  I  wish  liim  much 
happiness  in  his  retirement. 

I  wish  also  to  thank  Members  of  the  Council  for  the  cordial 
welcome  I  have  received  from  them  and  for  the  keen  interest  they  have 
shown  in  the  matters  relating  in  the  vd-dest  possible  sense,  to  the 
health  of  the  District. 

I  must  accord  my  appreciation  of  the  co-operation  I  have 
received  from  ipy  collea^ie^  especially  from  lv£r.  Ford,  the  Surveyor 
and  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  'vdio  has  never  hesitated  in  making 
available  to  me  his  local  knowledge.  Both  his  assistance  and  that 
of  Mr.  Berry  in  the  corrpilation  of  this  report  have  been  most  valuable. 

There  has  been  a  small  increase  in  the  total  nimiber  of  live 
births  and  a  small  decrease  in  the  total  number  of  deaths.  The 
general  health  of  the  Urban  District  was  good  throughout  the  year. 

There  was  a  slight  outbreak  of  measles  and  two  cases  of  Sonne  Dysentery 
v/ere  notified.  They  occurred  in  a  boy  and  his  younger  sister,  but 
there  was  no  extension  of  the  infection  after  their  discharge  from 
hospital. 
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Tliere  was  one  case  of  mild  ppjralytic  polioinyelitis  affecting 
a  girl  aged  eleven.  Fortunately  she  has  made  an  excellent  recovery. 

With  the  advent  of  greater  stocks  of  vaccine,  the  County 
Council  were  able  to  press  ahead  with  their  immunisation  canpaign.  In 
this  they  had  much  assistance  from  local  Doctors  who  vaccinated  many  of 
their  patients  in  their  omi  surgeries. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  no  prosecutions  were  necessary 
under  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations.  The  inplementation  of  the  regulations 
was,  however,  carefully  supervised  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  and  on 
riis  advice  many  improvements  relating  to  general  cleanliness,  washing 
facilities  and  additional  sanitary  accommodation  were  cairried  out  in 
food  premises. 

During  the  year,  no  action  was  required  under  Section  47  of 
the  National  Assistance  Act  19^.8. 

New  buildings  amounting  to  seventy  seven  dwellings,  and  a 
shop  -  of  which  sixty  four  dwellings  were  erected  by  private  enterprise  - 
were  completed  during  the  year.  It  ispossible  that  the  electrification 
of  the  railway  to  Bishop's  Stortford  may,  when  finished,  lead  to  an 
expansion  of  Sawbridgeworth  as  a  residential  area,

LABORivTORY  SERVICE. 

Laboratory  facilities  are  provj.ded  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service  at  Cambridge, 

In  emergency,  certain  (Medical)  specimens  can  be  examined  at  the 
Laboratory  of  the  Herts  and  Essex  General  Hospital,  Bishop's  Stortford, 
Herts. 

COUNTY  COUNCIL  BFJJjTR  SSR\nCES. 

The  follovTing  County  Council  Services  imder  the  National  Health  Service 
Act,  1946,  are  available  in  the  District.

Arrangements  for  mental  treatment  on  the  recommendation  of  a  Medical 
Practioner  are  made  by  the  Duly  Authorised  Officer,  Mr.  J.H.  Webster, 
Collett  Road,  Ware,  Herts.  (Telephone:  Ware  341). 

Help  in  respect  of  Mentally  Defective  persons  can  be  obtained  by 
application  to  the  County  Medical  Officer. 

An  Occipation  Centre  for  defective  children  has  been  established  in 
Hertford. 

HOSPITAL  SERVICES. 

Sawbridgev/orth  is  served  chiefly  by  the  Herts  and  Essex  General 
Hospital  (formerly  Haymeads)  and  by  the  Bishop's  Stortford  and  District 
Hospital. 

These  hospitals  are  managed  by  the  Hertford  Groi;p  Hospital  Management 
Committee,  'v7d.thin  the  North  East  Metropolitan  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

GENERAL  IRACTITIQNER  IvSilDICAL  SERVICES. 

Two  General  Practitioners  reside  and  practise  in  Sav/bridgcworth: 
but  the  Town  is  also  served  by  Practitioners  in  the  Harlow  (Essex)  and 
Bishop's  Stortford  localities, 

DEITTAL  SERVICE. 

Dental  Practitioners  are  available  in  adjoining  towns. 

OTHER  SERVICES. 

There  is  a  Mortuary  owned  and  managed  by  the  Urban  District  Council. 
Blood  Transfusion  Donor  Sessions  are  held  at  the  Memorial  Hall. 

There  is  a  very  active  Old  People's  Welfare  Service  in  Sawbridgeworth.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  piped  si:?)ply  is  provided  by  the  Herts  and  Essex  Water  Conpany 
to  1,450  houses,  six  of  which  share  three  standpipes. 

77  houses  in  the  District,  including  new  houses,  were  connected  to 
the  mains  during  the  year,  leaving  four  dwellings  in  Spellbrook  which 
are  supplied  from  privately-owned  wells. 

QUALITY. 

Bacteriologjical . 

Reports  were  received  upon  40  sanples  of  the  town's  water  supply, 
and  show  that  B.  Coli.  were  8.bsent  from  100  ml,  in  each  case. 

CTnemical. 

One  sanple  was  submitted  for  analysis.  The  result  showed  slight 
opalescence  and  deposit  due  to  the  presence  of  an  appreciable  and 
therefore  objectional  trace  of  iron.  (Average  0,3^  parts  per  million)# 
The  water  Y/as  neutral  in  reaction,  very  hard  in  character  though  not 
excessively  so,  and  it  contained  no  excess  of  salinity  or  mineral 
constituents  in  solution.  It  was  of  the  highest  standard  of  organic 
and  bacterial  purity. 

Apart  from  the  objection  to  the  slight  lack  of  clarity  and  trace 
of  iron,  the  results  Yrere  indicative  of  a  pure  and  wholesome  water 
suitable  for  public  supply  purposes. 

DRAINAGE,  SF>VER;\GE  ilND  SE^'VAGE  DISPOSAL. 

Most  of  the  District  is  served  by  main  drainage.  Sewage  is 
disposed  of  at  two  sev/age  works.  The  effluent  at  the  principal  works 
is  discharged  into  the  River  Stort  after  purification  and  in  the  case 
of  the  other  (smaller)  works,  it  is  disposed  of  by  septic  tank  treatment 
followed  by  land  irrigation. 

Four  out  of  six  samples  of  effluent  taken  from  the  Central  Sewage 
Works  for  analysis  were  satisfactory  upon  analysis.  One  sample  v/as 
slightly  high  in  suspended  matter,  and  the  other  had  a  high  B.O.D, 
content. 
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RSPUSE  COLLECTION  AM)  DISPOSAL. 


Household  refuse  is  collected  fortnightly  and  is  disposed  of  hy 
controlled  tipping  at  Redricks  Lane  Tip.  Special  arrangements  are  made 
in  connectiori  with  trade  refuse.

64  private  dwellings  v/ere  coirpleted  during  the  year  and  the 
Council  ©rected  13  dv/ellings  and  a  shop  on  the  Bullfields  Housing 
Estate. 

It  is  the  Council's  intention  to  erect  dwellings  for  Old  People 
in  the  near  future. 

Two  families  were  re-housed  from  tv/o  cottages  v/hich  were  owned  by 
the  Council.  The  cottages  will  be  demolished  next  year. 

The  Slum  Clearance  Programme  is  well  under  way  and  dwellings  to 
provide  alternative  accommodation  are  under  construction.
